It has been said with much truth that 


Berlin is still in its Flegel-jahre, the Ger 
man name for that period of transition 
when the child develops into the young 
man or woman. As a capital of first rank 
ISerlm is not fully fledged even yet, in 
spite of the gigantic strides to maturity 11 
h»s taken since 1871. 


However, it refuses obstinately to con 


sider itself otherwise than grown up- 
hence a sort of hesitation, an uncertainty, 
a diffidence perceptible to the outsider, the 
unacknowledged eouseiouatieeavt which i» 
thinly veiled under ostentatious assurance, 
and engenders a watchful jealousy in sch 
cial relations that has often been attrib- 
uted to other motives.

Funny creatures with shells made it long 


ages ago at the bottom of the Ben. Some 
of them were little and some quite big, but 
all of them left their houses behind them 
when they died, to furnish material fop a 
memorial to the father of his country. 


If you will go up to the top of the hill, at 


the foot of which are the flsh pond,. and 
will examine closely some of the stones of 
which the monument is built, you will find 
their surface smooth, with no visible trace 
of the individual shells that lent their sub- 
stance to this mighty structure symbolical 
of eternity. This is because the shells in 
the beds from which the marble came were 
so squeezed together by pressure and other- 
wise metamorphosed as to be reduced to a 
simple mass of lime. 


In many marbles, however, you will dis- 


cover the shells quite visible, so that their 
very form, preserved for goodness knows 
how many centuries, lends beauty to the 
polished rock. Pew things can be more in- 
teresting than to observe the trace of what 
was once a living organism In a formation 
which so evidently dates back to an epoch 
long before the earliest possible appearance 
of man upon the globe. 
, 


But the mere deposit of such shells did 


not make marble. It required geologic 
action to effect the transformation of the 
limestone into the material which com- 
poses the Washington monument For 
instance, when, by the cooling of the 
earth's crust, the latter was crumpled up 
so as to form mountains, great heat was 
developed, and limestone beds in places 
where such action took place went through 
a process of crystallization by the heat 
thus forming what is known as marble' 
Wherever traces of the original shells 
which compose the limestone are found 
they are called fossil shells. If the monu- 
ment contained such shells, visible in their 
original shape, it would be a most inter- 
esting memorial of the world before the 
deluge, as well as of the immortal George. 
—Washington Star.

ordination, predestination, the neces- 
sity of infant baptism, the vicarious 
atonement, the dire fate of unbelievers 
and all other topics involving the 
future welfare of the human race were 
conscientiously preached and listened 
to. 
All preparations for Sunday, as 


far as practicable, were made the day 
before. 
The shoes were polished, and 


the meats for Sunday meals were cook- 
ed. 
No labor that could be done be- 


fore was attended to on that day. 
Sunday then was not only a day of 
rest, but also a day for religious medi- 
tation. 
No Sunday newspapers found 


their way into the home circle, no 
work of fiction, of biography, of his- 
tory, or of the arts was opened. 
The 


Bible, the Lives of the Martyrs, 
Baxter's Saints Rest, or a volume of 
doctrinal .sermons sufficed to furnish 
literary pabulum for the day. 
Then 


it was a sin to dance, and at the social 
gathering such practices were not in- 


- duked in hvOhe, rating -nennle until 


the preacher had taken his departure. 
In those good old days the minister 
frequently paid official visitations to 
the members of his flock. He would 
announce from his pulpit what streets 
he would take during each day of the 
coming week, and at the time appoint- 
ed each household would assemble. 
Previous to that notable event, the 
children would be carefully drilled in 
the shorter catechism, so that they 
could readily answer the questions

minister. They have no compunc- 
tions of conscience when they apply 
the polish to their shoes on Sunday 
morning. 
They look for a better din- 


ner on Sunday than on any other day 
in the week. Between church services, 
if they attend more than one during 
the day.their time is occupied in read- 
ing the Sunday papers, the latest maga- 
zine, or the newest novel. No thought 
of sin possesses their souls as they 
thread the mazy evolutions of the se» 
ductive waltz. No qualms are exper- 
ienced when they sit in front of the 
footlights and witness the terpescorean 
gyrations of the ballet. Every day 
occurrences are these. 
Our preachers 


too, have departed from the customs 
of their predecessors. We have our 
creeds still, 
our "Confessions of 


Faith" are still the same, but our 
ministers evince a desire, if not to 
expurgate, to at least broaden their 
views over those formerly held. Infant 
damnation is never preached now. 
The burning tortures of a lost soul in 
sulphurous flame is not so vividly pic- 
tured as it was a couple of generations 
ago. Some practices that were former- 
ly prohibited are now indulged in 
without a word of censure. 
For in- 


stance, if we dance now, we are not 
whirling straight into the jaws of hell, 
if we go to the theatre we are not for 
that reason eternally lost unless we 
repent. 


Between the old and the new reli- 


gious world there is much variance. 
Whether we are better or worse it is 
not for a secular journal to say. We 
leave that problem to the preachers to 
determine. In other ways the world 
is advancing. There is more enlight- 
enment. Education is more general, 
sc entific knowledge has vastly increas- 
ed. The religion of the people has 
greatly advanced or has rapidly de- 
teriorated. Preachers are not looked 
up to as formerly. They are regarded 
more as men having human feelings 
and human foibles. The sanctity of

Veal. For the information of buy- 


ers we will describe the manner of 
cutting up a calf to make Veal. The 
carcass is divided into four quarters, 
with twelve ribs to each fore quarter, 
and these quarters are again subdi- 
vided into joints. The first joint, or 
cut in the fore quarter is at tbe shoul- 
der running through tbe ribs to the 
neck, which leaves the breast OD one 
side and the chops on tbe other: also 
the fore knuckle. The first part of tbe 
hind quarter is the loin. Second, the 
chump, consisting of the rump and 
hock bone. Third, the fillet, or cutlet. 
Fourth and last, tbe bock and hind 
knuckle. The several parts of a well 
fed calf, not over fat, are nearly of the 
following weights: Loin and chump, 
18 Ibs; Fillet, 121; Hind Knuckle, 54 
Ibs; Shoulder, 11 Ibs, Neck, 11 Ibs; 
Breast, 9 Ibs; Fore Knuckle, 5 Ibs 
making a total of 144 Ibs. 


Mutton is separated in this manner: 


The bind quarter from the fore, leav- 
ing eleven ribs to the latter. The 
quarters are subdivided as follows- 
Hind quarter—First, the leg, Second, 
the loin. When the two loins are in 
one piece they are called the saddle. 
Fore quarter—First, the shoulder. 
Second, tbe Neck, this separating the 
chops from the breast. Tbe haunch of 
Mutton corapriBes all the leg and as 
much of the loin, short of the rib or 
lap.

A lot of machinery for Steele's new mill 


has arrived from Bradford, England, and 
workmen are busily engaged placing it in 
position. The machinery that has thns far 
arrived are mostly spinning frames, the 
looms not having yet been received. The 
mill will employ over four hundred hands 
when in full running order. There will be 
one hundred looms in the old weaving room, 
where there used to be but fifty. Several 
pillars that interfered with tbe proper dis- 
posal of the machinery were removed, the 
roof being strengthened by girders instead 
William Steele, who has had charge of the 
Bradford mills is superintending the work 
here.
